


Campus Station KERS 


Delays Opening Date

Starting date for the college’s new FM radio station has been 
put back from Sept. 28 to Oct. 5. In making the announcement, 
Dr. Howard Martin, faculty adviser, said the new starting date 


would give the station’s per- 
sonnel more time to organize. 
As it stands now, the station goes 
on the air just two weeks after the 
beginning of fall classes. 

The station will broadcast seven 
hours a day, five days a week un- 
der call letters KERS. Assigned 
channei 205 by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, KERS 
will operate at a frequency of 88.9 
megacycles on the FM dial. 


Non-Commercial 

A non-commercial operation, 
the station has a 10 watt transmit- 
ter with an effective radiant power 
of 18 watts. Its transmission range 
is expected to be five to six miles. 

KERS’s 27-foot antenna was in- 
stalled last week on the Music 
Speech Building roof. The antenna 
will tower 79 feet above ground. 
Transmitter and studios are located 
in the Music-Speech Building. 

While the station will be stu- 
dent operated, Martin as adviser 
expects to work closely with the 
students during the first year until 
broadcasting experience is gained. 


Program Slate 

The program schedule, present- 
ing education features in an enter- 
tainment type format, runs from 
1 to 8 p.m. Martin emphasized the 
station will not try to hold a listen- 
er throughout the broadcasting day 
but will offer something for every- 
one at some time of the day. 

KERS’s weekly program sched- 
ule is as follows: 

At 1 p.m. Gary Morgan signs 
on with recorded music. On Mon- 
days, Wednesdays and Fridays, 
Morgan’s show takes over the | 
to 2:15 time slot. Tuesdays and 
Thursdays his show ends at 1:45. 


Taped Drama 

Taped drama from the British 
Broadcasting Co. will be featured 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays at 
1:45. Other features on the Mon- 
day - Wednesday - Friday afternoon 
lineup include a 15 minute live 
interview show from the cafeteria 
and 15 minutes of news and views. 

The 3 p.m. slot ushers in a 
daily afternoon concert of one 
hour recorded classical music fol- 
Jowed by taped lectures at p.m. 

SONGS OF FRANCE is pre- 
sented from 4:45 to 5 p.m. A 5 
p.m. program entitled CHAPTER- 
A-DAY features the daily reading 
of an edited chapter of a book. 
One book will be completed every 
two weeks. 

Quiz Show 

The 5:30 to 6 p.m. time slot 
will center around programs rang- 
ing from a studio game and quiz 
show to documentaries, dramas, 
and music recitals. 

The news again is presented at 
6 p.m. And at 6:15 a 15 minute 
show covering reviews and edi-

{he last hour and a half of the 
schedule is devoted to a variety of 
recorded music such as jazz, popu- 
lar, concert and hootenanny types.

These will be special 
broadcasts.

Screening Exams Set 


English screening examinations 
will be given in Room 264, Admin- 
istration, from 2:30 to 4:30 on 
Oct. 5, and Oct. 13. 

All English majors and minors 
must take this examination, pre- 
ferably at the end of the sopho- 
more year or beginning of the 
junior year. 

Students should register for the 
examination in 214 Douglass Hall 
at least two days before the ex- 
amination. 
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Any Registration confusion 
this year can be blamed, in 
part, on the students. There 
were just too many, notes 
Willys W. Folsom, associate 
dean of students, admissions 
and records. 

Enrollment rose by over 
1,000 this year, the third such 
increase in three years. Last 
year’s total enrollment was 
8,417, compared to 9,496 this 
year, exceeding a recent Ad- 
ministration estimate by more 
than 200. 

Why do an extra 1,000 stu- 
dents seem to make such a 
difference this year, even if 
they were expected? 

Willys W. Folsom explains 
that: 

“Shoehorn” Policy 

“We (SSC) were saturated 
all ready before this semester 
began. There are no new build- 
ings on campus, except for a 
few temporary offices, and so 
it’s like squeezing them in with 
a shoehorn. 

“We (the public and the ad- 
ministration ) haven't faced the 
fact that we aren't able to take 
care of all new, qualified stu- 
dents.” 

New entrance requirements, 
which will in two years reduce 
those eligible for California 
State Colleges from the top 
40% to the top 33% of their 
high school class, will be a 
mere “drop in the bucket,” ac- 
cording to Folsom. It will ef- 
fect only freshmen, “most 
of our students come in well 
above the minimum require- 
ments.” In addition, a large 
part of SSC enrollment comes 
from transfer students, who 
would not be effected at all. 

Folsom, who attributes much 
of the great increase in stu- 
dents to the post-war baby 
boom, also explains that “cur- 
rent high school enrollment 
figures indicate that the rapidly 
rising enrollments do not show 
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signs of leveling off in the im- 
mediate years ahead.” 
New Classes 

One result of the confusion 
was that many students found 
needed classes closed when it 
became time to register. Now, 
however, it is again possible 
to fill out class schedules, due 
to 55 new classes, all opened 
during or after registration. 

A list of these classes is 
available now in Room 169, 
Administration. In addition, 
many classes closed during 
registration now have vacan- 
cies caused by drops. 

Add and drop cards can be 
obtained with the new class 
schedule, and should be filled 
out immediately. Students are 
advised to begin attending 
classes for which they have the 
teacher’s permission to enroll, 
and not wait for processing of 
their enrollment. 

Add Deadline 
Add and drop cards will be

processed by the Registrar 
September 28 through 5 p.m. 
October 2. No classes may be 
added after that date, and no 
classes may be dropped with- 
out penalty. 


Another step taken this year 
to handle the rapidly expand- 
ing college needs is the hiring 
of an additional 50 faculty 
members added to !ast year’s 
staff of 350. 

Classroom space is obvious- 
ly tight this year, even though 
construction will get under 
way for a new $4.5 million 
dollar five story Science build- 
ing late this fall. It will not be 
completed for almost 2 years. 
A new music building is in the 
planning stages. 

For the present, however, 
the administration notes, the 
college must make do with 
what it has, squeezing ever 
larger numbers of students in- 
to the same already full space. 


First BOD Meeting 
Yields Approvals 


Optimism and organization domi- 
nated the opening meeting of the 
Associated Students Board of Di- 
rectors Wednesday afternoon in 
the Ribera Room. 


Ron Arrants, vice-president of 
the board presided at the meeting. 
Paul Sax, president, who serves as 
an ex-officio member of the BOD, 
managed to dominate the meeting. 


Members of the Canterbury So- 
ciety were present te obtain per- 
mission to distribute a so called 
student interest newspaper called 
Comment. Donald Bailey, dean of 
students, chose to hand down this 
decision to the BOD for action. 
After discussion, Bob Southern, 
men's representative, moved to ac- 
cept the proposal on the condition 
the group obtain libel insurance 


and appear before the Board of 
Publications. 

The idea behind the comment 
appearing before the Board of Pub- 
lications according to Bailey, is two 
fold. One is to have the group 
establish an editorial policy and, 
second, to revise the policy of the 
BOP concerning non-ASSSC spon- 
sored publication. 

Paul Sax tried to intervene by 
exercising executive discussion to 
override the appearance of com- 
ment before the BOP so the group 
could distribute their material on 
Friday. Dean of Activities Mar- 
garet McKoane informed the group 
that Sax was out of order. Bailey 
solved the problem by amending 
the motion to exclude the appear- 
ance of Comment before BOP. The

There is still time to sign up for fraternity rush activities, 


according to Ted Bradshaw, president of Inter-Fraternity Coun- 
cil. “Rush is the largest and the most important function of 


fraternities open to the entire 
male student body,” he stated. 
Signups will continue until Sept. 
28 at several booths on campus. 
Members of fraternities will also 
seek out new students and tell 
them about the fraternity program. 

Bradshaw explained that rush is 
two weeks of orientation designed 
to acquaint the rushee with the 
fraternity men, to help him decide 
if he wants to join a fraternity, 
and if so, which one. 


Eligibility , 

Any male student is eligible if 
he has completed 12 units of cal- 
lege credit and has an overall 2.0 
grade average on all work at- 
tempted. 

Kickoff to rush activities will be 
at 6:30 Monday night, Sept. 28, 
in the Little Theater. 

Following a general meeting, 
rushees will attend rounds of in- 
formal discussion with men from 
the six fraternities, Alpha Pi Delta, 
Alpha Sigma Phi, Phi Kappa Tau, 
Sigma Phi Epsilon, Tau Kappa Ep- 
silon, and Theta Chi. 

Rush Parties 
Rush activities will be high- 


lighted by smokers and dinners on 
week nights. Each fraternity has 
planned a party for either Friday 
or Saturday night with all rushees 
invited.

nities are selective,” Bradshaw 
commented. “Fraternities are not 
any more selective than any other 
group, except that we have insti- 
tutionalized our selective process 
which is left to other means in 
other groups.”

Preferance 
forms will be released starting at 
9 a.m. on Thursday, Oct. 8. Bids 
will be released at 3 p.m. on Fri- 
day, Oct. 9.

In Co-Educational Living 


Nine students are engaged in a unique, co-educational living 
experiment aimed at developing a community spirit and co- 
operation among residents of what they term Banyan House. 


Styled after the Life - Stream 
House in Berkeley, the resi- 
dence is a project of the campus 
United Christian Campus Ministry. 

After months of planning it was 
begun during the summer by a 
group of UCCM students with the 
assistance of Paula Sheller, di- 
rector of the Berkeley residence. 

Dr. Gordon Giabe, head of the 
math department, became presi- 
dent of the Banyan House Cor- 
poration, a body of loca! citizens 
and ministers interested in this 
type of resident housing. 

Share Work 

Al Green, Banyan House pub- 
licity director, said, “Banyan House 
residerits share the housekeeping, 
cooking and maintenance duties. In 
this way the students find Banyan 
House more than just a cheap 
place to live.” 

Community living with people 
of different beliefs, background 
and experience will enable Banyan 
House residents to explore and 
question new ideas, Green con- 
tinued. 

Beth Blankenship Coggins, 23, an 
SSC graduate student and her hus- 
band, John Coggins, 23, a senior 
and past president of the SSC 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
are the house managers. They man- 
age cooking and maintenance du- 
ties. 

Other Residents 

Pete Adams is the resident di- 
rector of the house. He is present 
supervisor of the Washington 
Neighborhood Center’s tutorial pro- 
gram, and has had experience 
working with young adult organi- 
zations in Maryland, Green said. 

Barry Cavaghan, Presbyterian 
campus minister, is avisor to Ban- 
yan House.

Victory - Inspired Hornets Meet Santa Clara 


Defensive Unit Ready After 
Dumping Strong Poet Team 


With the sound of victory still 
ringing in their ears, the Hornet 
gridders will travel to Santa Clara 
tomorrow evening to meet the 
Broncos of the University of San- 
ta Clara in a non league tilt. 

Santa Clara, always a formid- 
able foe, will be sporting one of 
their toughest teams in a number 
of years. Twenty-six Bronco re- 
turning lettermen will be ready for 
gridiron action at the 8 p.m. 
kickoff time. 

The Broncos are fresh with a 
victory over the Cal Aggies last 
week, blanking them 12-0. 

Strong Defense 

Santa Clara's defensive wall 
withstood the strong Aggie of- 
fensive attack all evening and 
allowed a mere 67 yards net gain 
for the full 60 minutes. 

The Aggies were held without 
a first down for the first 55 minutes 
of the game. With junior halfback 
Bob Miranda leading the attack, 
the Bronco offense totaled 202 
yards. 

It should be another defensive 
battle this Saturday when the Hor- 
nets meet the Broncos. It was the 
Hornet defense plus the toe of 
sophomore fullback Mike Clemons 
that upset the highly rated Whittier 
eleven last Saturday on the Hornet 
field. The score was 3-0. 

Dumps Whittier 

Whittier had won seven con- 
secutive Southern California Inter- 
collegiate Athletic championships 
and had not been shut out for 10 
years when they met SSC Satur- 
day. 

But the young, strong defensive 
line and secondary matured in the 
first few minutes of the game and 
continued to hold the experienced 
Whittier backfield all afternoon. 

Although the Hornet offense 
never put up a serious touchdown 
threat, neither did the Poets. They 
did reach the Hornet 17 yard 
stripe but relinquished the pigskin 
when they fumbled on an atteipt- 
ed field goal. 

Defense Sparkled 

The Poets failed to penetrate 
the Hornet 39 yard line the rest 
of the afternoon. Roger Fallon, 
Ken Ashby, Bill Fuller and Jan

Dear sir: 

It has come to our attention that 
in your paper dated September 16, 
1964, an article appeared entitled 
“Nine Siudy Overseas” which 
omitted the name of Walter A. 
(Bud) Wasgatt, Jr., a student of 
SSC presently studying in Berlin, 
Germany. In light of your editorial 
of that date, can we assume that 
while “O Truth and Justice” may 
seek refuge in your paper, Bud 
cannot? 

The importance of this over- 
sight should not be diminished. 
Many of us who know the “old 
man” of student government and 
had a high regard for him feel 
that his service to this college de- 
serves recognition. 

As Chief Justice of the Board 
of Justice he often supplied the 
Hornet with headlines proclaim- 
ing his unconventional antics and 
opinions. Before your headline, 
“Wasgatt Quits, Justice Crumbles,” 
Bud had built the Board into a 
working system. 

Ail of those in the past three 
years who have participated in 
College Kick-off have experienced, 
to a great extent, the work of Bud 
Wasgatt. He was its founding 


Chairman and held the post for its 
initial two years. 


In his last year here, Bud was 
founding President of the German 
Club. This was his baby. Often he 
could be found in the Hornet office 
writing his own releases describing 
the activities of his club. During 
that year, German Club was the 
most publicized group of the 
campus, save the activities office. 

So this was Bud Wasgatt — a 
founder, organizer of new ideas 
who slipped out quietly after the 
creation was on sound footing. 
He developed or aided in the de- 
velopment of many of those clubs 
and institutions we today regard as 
common-place on this campus. His 
advice was sought by many, scorn- 
ed by some, — but never went 
unnoticed. 

In your editorial, you stated 
“the list of offeuses committed by 
the press .. . are too numerous 
to mention.” In our opinion, you 
can add this negligence to that 
list. For the first time, Bud Was- 
gatt has gone unnoticed.

Whatever attempts to surpass us as individuals engaged in 
the pursuit of knowledgde, justice, freedom, and life, is fair 
game, and should itself be mercilessly shattered. The power of 
the press, and the strength of every individual concerned about 
his own, or his fellows’ welfare, should be brought against those 
who deem themselves above correction, in fact, above the 
consent of those they govern.
